Writing in the question and 
answer section of the JAMA, 
Dr. Charles S. Lieber, Boston, 
said: 


“One may assum e that the 
ingestion of eight highballs a 
day probably corresponds to the 


intake of 1 1 to 1 2 ounces of 8 6 
proof whiskey per day. Recent, 
studies have indicated that such 
an intake can lead to the de­ 
velopment of fatty liver in m an, 
despite maintenance of adequate 
dietary intake." 
In other studies with well-fed 
rats, he said, this amount of al­ 
cohol could produce a fatty liver 
wihin two to aix weeks. 
W hether or not more prlonged 
intake of these amounts of al- 
chol can lead to the develop­ 
m ent in humans of cirrhosis 
of the liver despite an adequate 
diet has not been determined 
with controlled studies, Dr. Lie­ 
ber said.

Switching traffic lanes at the last minute to make 
& turn can be a terrifying as well as hazardous ex­ 
perience. 
Often a motorist finds he is in the wrong lane to 
turn because he did not know far enough in advance 
that his intersection was next. If the traffic is heavy 
he is lucky to avoid a sideswipe or rear-end collision. 
A common-sense way to avoid such accident-breed­ 
ing situations is the erection of advance street name 
signs that tell a motorist 300 to 400 feet ahead of an 
intersection what the cross street is. 
Riverside, Calif., has been using such signs since 
1957. They are credited by the city traffic engineer, 
William Fly, with being “greatly responsible for re 
ducing potential accidents at main intersections.” 
The city has erected the signs, which have white 
letters on a green reflective background, above the 
median strip of all four-lane highways. For two-lane 
streets, the signs are mounted on existing light stand­ 
ards or on seven-foot poles that span the sidewalk. 
Measuring an average of 18 inches by four feet, 
the signs are large enough to be seen by motorists well 
in advance of major intersections, giving them plenty 
of time to get into the proper lane if they want to 
turn. 
Advance street name signs are being used or tested 
in scores of communities and counties. 
St. Louis County, Mo., is one place where they have 
been erected on an experimental basis. Daniel Hanson, 
county traffic commissioner, says eventually about 300 
m ight be installed. 
The signs, installed in rural areas, are mounted be­ 
neath d amond-shape symbol signs about 300 feet 
ahead of .mpcrtant intersections to tell the motorist 
-he type of iunction he is approaching.

Still, most Americans believe 
that freedom has 
advantages 
great enough to perm it it, even 
though ev ery ' freedom we have 
undoubtedly is abused by some­ 
one and some freedoms 
are 
abused by many. 
Business now is staggering 
under a mountain of regulations, 
good and bad, which consume 
much of its income, slow its 
responses to markel dem ands 
and lessen its ability to employ 
m ore people and comuete in 
m arkets here and abroad. 
Businessmen who cheat will 
always m erit the attention of 
lxilice and prosecutors, but we 
should give some thought to al­ 
ternative means of curbing the 
relatively rare cheaters other 
than regulating legitim ate busi­ 
ness to death.

The Supreme Court decision 
overturning several lunch count­ 
er sit-in convictions of Negroes 
in southern states leaves un­ 
touched a basic issue of law. 
That question is the extent 
—if any — to which an indi­ 
vidual property owner, acting 
from private choice alone, can 
be interfered with by federal 
authority if he chooses not to de­ 
segregate his restaurant or oth­ 
er facilities. 
The high court this tim e really 
ruled on oniy one point: It said 
'city) law or the executive equi­ 
valent was used to compel res­ 
taurant owners to enforce -egre- 
gation at lunch counters and 
that such state law is unconsti­ 
tutional. 
What would it say if there were 
no such use of state power? 
In an opinion accompanying tne 
m ajority view. Justice John Har­ 
lan said: 
“ An individual’s right to re­ 
strict the use of his property, 
however unrcgt norate a particu­ 
lar exercise of that right may 
be thought, lies beyond the ••each 
of the 14th am endm ent. , . 
“ Freedom of the individual to 
choose his associates or his nei­ 
ghbors, to use and dispose of 
his property as he sees fit, to 
be irrational, arbitrary, capri­ 
cious, even unjust in his per­ 
sonal relations, are things all 
entitled to a large m easure oi 
protection from government in­ 
terference.” 
This view is of course nut the 
court m ajority’s, nor is it direct­ 
ly applicable to the sit - in cases 
.iust now' decided. 
But it is indeed evident that 
H arlan’s idea gains support from 
tiie 14th am endment itself. It 
says specifically that “no state” 
shall deprive any person of life, 
liberty or property w'itnout due 
process of law, nor deny to any 
person the equal protection of 
the laws. 
In other words, unless it can 
be shown as in the newly de­ 
cided sit-in cases, 
that state 
power has been used to deny 
equal protection 
of the laws 
to Negroes, the federal govern­ 
ment, through its courts, may 
be hard pressed to find a le­ 
gal basis for challenging seg­ 
regation practices on 
private 
property. 
Curiously, when the state and 
not the federal government is 
acting to bar 
discriminatory 
practices, the shoe seems to be 
on the other foot. 
In a case wherein a property 
owner challenged M assachusetts 
antidiscrimination housing law, 
against the owner. The court 
said a citizen cannot use his 
property “to the detrim ent of 
his fellows’” . It added that “ Eq­ 
ually fundamental with the pri­ 
vate right is that of the* public 
to i 
ulate it in the common 
interest.’* 


But these decisions are no 
help to the federal government., 
which is an institution of lim n­ 
ed powers. Bv contrast, say con­ 
stitutional 
lawyers, 
ihe state 
can act in the nam e of tne “com­ 
mon good” io do almost any­ 
thing not barred by its own or 
the U. S. Constitution.

Hoff’s Strategy Sets Sept. 19n< 
As Deadline For Teamsters' 
Power To Call National Truck 
Strike 


Washington, D.C. — Though 
deeply troubled personally, Jim ­ 
mie Holla is planning methodi­ 
cally for the evening of August 
31, 1967. 
At m idnight then, if fate a n i 
deferal juries 
deal 
with 
him 
kindly , he literally will become 
one of the world’s most power­ 
ful civilians. 
At one minute past 12 that 
night, the Team sters’ chief will 
be in a position to call a eoast- 
to-eoast “over-the-road” and ioc 
al cartage strike in virtually 
all the nation’s cities and on ihe 
highways linking them together. 
Should such a stoppage last 
a weeK or more, little w'ould 
move on wheels unless the Con­ 
gress intervenes. Docks and rail 
yards would be embargoed. Ev­ 
en foreign ports would be af­ 
fected as freighters, 
destin d 
for the U.S. would be held to 
their piers. 
This is the real impact of a 
series of closed Team ster ses­ 
sions here during which Hoffa 
ham m ered at some 425 leaders 
of trucking locals he had sum­ 
moned to Washington. 


During the “ conferences” the 
other day Hoffa i xplained the 
detailed 
niceties 
of 
what 
is 
called a uniform contract cover, 
mg some 450.U0<> team sters em ­ 
ployed by 14.000 transport com­ 
panies. The Team sters’ leader 
explained that he w'ill have such 
a contract covering long hauls 
and antra-eity trucks and ware­ 
houses over the entire nation by 
Sept. 1, 1964. It will be a three- 
year pact running until ’67. Then 
if the trucking industry of the 
U.S. does 
not 
yield 
to 
new 
Team ster dem ands, there can 
be a legal strike. 
Hoffa has worked years f o r 
this. Already he has 90 per cent 
of the industry under area wide 
— regional — compacts with a 
common expiration date. T h e 
other day he explained how he 
would bag the other 10 per cent. 
His listeners were not bubbling 
with enthusiasm. For, when he 
gets all regional pacts lined up 
under one uniform contract, it 
will be Hoffa and the “ national 
headquarters” which will, in ef­ 
fect, 
be bargaining 
w’ith 
the 
trucking corporations. This does 
not leave his lieutenants much. 
Hoffa, indeed, 
has 
strength 
now. But the new power would 
be vast —- and it is vital to an­ 
alyze it now, years in advance. 
What is a uniform contract? It 
sets 
uniform 
wages, 
working 
conditions, hours, holidays, va­ 
cations, pensions, welfare bene­ 
fits for all 
over-the-road 
and 
cartage Team sters throughout 
the U.S. 
It covers over 300 locals which 
ar% tilt backbone uot oniy of the 


Team sters Brotherhood — but 
much of U.S. industry and busi­ 
ness. For the m ost part, n has 
jurisdiction over trucks moving 
raw m aterial. 
However, the contract does 
not cover deliveries of bread, 
milk and construe lion m aterials. 
But how long could milk be de­ 
livered if the dairies ran out 
of bottles and containers? How 
long could bread be baked if 
flour were not moved? 
Gas and fuel are not included 
in the m aster contract. But if 
some 450,001) team sters set up 
picket lines, how long would oth­ 
er trucks moved? 
There is also the m atter of 
multimillion 
dollar 
pen s i o n 
funds. A 
centrally 
negotiated, 
uniform national contract would 
bring with it a consolidation of 
regional and local funds — if 
Hoffa has his way — and he 
has a way of getting his way. 
The Central States Team sters’ 
pension fund now under investi­ 
gation again in Chicago has up­ 
wards of $240 million. There are 
many local* in the group of 30 
which have individual pensions 
pools of $15 million to $20 mil­ 
lion. I have just talked to pen­ 
sion consultants who tell me that 
a Central States T eam sters’ pen­ 
sion fund in the over-the-road 
and cartage field will reach tne 
o.liion dollar 
m ar a in 
a 
tew 
years. 
i here is no dubt — and there 
was none am ongst those 
wno 
“conferred” with mm here, mat 
Jim Hoffa would have all the 
voting power he needs amongst 
the trustees of such a vast trea.i- 
ury. 
Hoffa becomes agitated wneu 
asked if he would ever can a 
national trucking strike under 
the slogan of no contract, no 
work. Never, never, he shouts. 
If wc take him at his wora, it 
still does not disminish the pow­ 
er now being put in the hands 
of anyone in the presidential 
seat of the Team sters. 
Even a week-long stoppage un­ 
der a centralized contract could 
affect the world, f have covered 
48-hour city trucking strikes. Ev­ 
en in so short a period, me oc­ 
ean-side docks and railheads be 
come so clogged that shippers 
immediately are told to hold off 
any freighter or any land cargo. 
A long strike could affect sucn 
ports as London or Naples if 
U.S. piers are frozen by the au 
thorities 
because 
cargo 
and 
freighters are piling up. 
A spokesman for the Ameri­ 
can Trucking Associations told 
m e at the beginning of Hoff’s 
drive for a union contract that

tim e for m aintenance” ?

means tim e for 
maintenance 
training, time to perform the 
required maintenance, and time 
for maintenance inspections.

the m aterial wiht w'hich it is 
equipped, the need for m ainten­ 
ance time, then provide for it 
in the training program on a 
daily basis, and finally insure 
that the time is fully and effec­ 
tively utilized when scheduled.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

Varna, Bulgaria — My inter­ 
view with Prem ier Todor Zhiv­ 
kov of Bulgaria took place at 
a tea table in a shady spot on 
the palate lawn of the form er 
kings of Bulgaria. Tea in Bul­ 
garia is alm ost a banquet. It 
consisted of caviar, two kinds 
oi sausage, two kinus of cheese, 
nuts, ice cream , cake, and coi- 
iee. 
Prem ier Zhivkov sat re­ 
laxed in shirt sleeves and no 
necktie. 
I told him that I hal once 
learned his language from a Bul­ 
garian corporal named Zhivkov, 
one oi 
lu Bulgarian prisoners 
allotted to a unit of the Ameri­ 
can iriends service committee 
after World War I to rebuild 
Yugoslav ullages burned down 
by the Bulgars. 
After saying 
this. 
I 
almost 
wished I hadn’t, because reta* 
tions between

Bulgaria over the years have 
been very bitter. However, the 
Prim e Minister parsed the m at­ 
ter off pleasantly. He said Zhi­ 
vkov was about as common a

“The small nations like Bul­ 
garia don’t count when it comes 
to preventing 
w ar,” 
he said. 
“ But you and Russia have the 
l>ower within yourselves to keep 
the peace.

“Bulgaria can’t start a war 
but we are concerned about w ar. 
We have been through too many 
of them. I asked our scientists 
the other day to give me a re­ 
port on the results of nuclear 
war and they reported that it 
would take 18o years to decon­ 
tam inate the earth after such a 
war.
